Review Of 1939 Two-Year-Olds 


In Virginia And Maryland *Gino Of Willis Sharpe Kilmer Has Been 
Most Successful With Twelve Winners From 
Twelve At Track 


It is said that one of the reasons Willis Sharpe Kilmer brought *Gino to 
America was because the noted Virginia breeder had a hunch that the hand- 
some grey stallion’s Tetrarch blood would be just the right nick for those 
great *Sun Briar mares which predominate at Court Manor today. If this be 
so, certainly Mr. Kilmer must feel no small satisfaction on reviewing the re- 
sults of the present year’s 2-year-old performers by that son of Tetratema— 
Teresina. Of his twelve juvenile sons and daughters to reach the tracks 
during the season just closing, all twelve have won, and nine of these twelve 


are out of Sun Briar mares. 


What is more, *Gino’s winning youngsters this year out number those of 
any other sire standing in Virginia or Maryland, while running him a close 
second is his own Court Manor stud-mate, the veteran *Sun Briar himself. 
The latter has eleven 2-year-old winners this year, nine of which were bred 
at Court Manor 


Another Virginia sire whose young progeny have done well this year is 
Pompey, one of *Sun Briar’s greatest sons who stands at Charles A. Stone’s 
and Whitney Stone’s Morven Stud, near Charlottesville.

The great Maryland sire *Challenger II, ever near the top in any breeding 
statistics, has the distinction of having sired the season’s greatest money win- 
ning youngster in Victory Morn, winner of the Old Colony Stakes, the East- 
ern Shore Handicap among others and over $31,000. In addition to this good 
son, for which Col. Maxwell Howard paid $21,600 at the Ral Parr Dispersal 
this fall, *Challenger II had six other 2-year-oid winners. 

It is also interesting to note that, of the 155 or so winning 2-year-olds 
from Virginia and Maryland, 24 were bred by Mr. Kilmer at Court Manor. 

A list (see page five) from The Chronicle’s records contains all Virginia 
and Maryland sires of 2-year-old winners since January 1, 1939 and through 
December 26, 1939, and their winning youngsters, together with the names 


of their breeders, No. starts, wins, place, show, amount won, etc. 


Imp. Challenger II Heads U. S. Sires 
Pilate Leads In Virginia For 1939 


Pilate, Abram S. Hewitt’s 11-year-old son of Friar Rock—*Herodias who 
stands at Montana Hall near Boyce, Va., and W. L. Brann’s great *Challeng- 
er II, sire of America’s top 3-year-old Challedon, head the lists of ten lead- 
ing money winning sires in their states, for the year of 1939, the former with 
17 winners of $98,480 and the latter, scion of the Glade Valley Farm near 
Frederick, Md., with the somewhat staggering total of 31 winners, $271,859. 
The son of Swynford—Sword Play, not only tops all sires in the Old Line 
State, but stands as well at the head of the twenty leading sires in all Amer- 


ica. 


Ellerslie-Morven Stud’s Pompey, who headed the Virginia list last year 
with a total of $97,577, amassed chiefly through the efforts of his son the 
late Pompoon, has dropped considerably below his average for the past two 
years, being second on the list with a total $76,007. The second place among 
the Marylanders is even less, however, being the $61,212 won by the get of 
Bud Lerner, whom G. K. Bryson purchased from William Elder last spring. 


Whereas last year two sires from Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Court Manor 
Stud ranked among Virginia’s first ten, this time the names of three are in- 
cluded in *Sun Briar who is fourth; Sun Beau, sixth and *Gino, eighth. To- 
gether these three sired 81 winners of 194 races and a total of $164,477. 


Last year, Virginia’s ten leading sires had 249 progeny to account for 603 
races and a total of $565,201, while this year 259 sons and daughters of the 
first ten Old Dominion stallions turned in 648 victories to earn $605,328. On 
the other hand, despite the tremendous difference between *Challenger II's 
total and Pilate’s, all ten of Maryland’s leading sires are somewhat below 
their neighbors with 268 winners of 625 races and $598,128. 


A complete list of Virginia and Maryland money winning sires and their 
progeny’s winnings, including a separate list of all stake winners, will ap- 
pear in a forthcoming issue. The Chronicle’s list, (see front page), of the 
ten leading sires from both states includes all races through Tuesday, De-

satisfied the bitches can out-run the 
dogs, and probably by this time next 
week one’s opinion will be quite the 
reverse. However, this morning, on 
an outlying fox from Runnymede, 
the lady pack actually ran him to 
death in twenty minutes and ate him 
up, all but the mask, before anyone 
could get to them. From Runnymede 
they crossed the road to Schnaeder’s 
and keeping the deserted 
house on their left, bore right-hand- 
ed to Clark’s, and from there on it 
is hardly fair to say they ran; it 
seemed as if they were flying. Rac- 
ing over these beautiful broad grass 
fields to Rosenvick, and crossing Doe 
Run hard by the railway bridge, 
they ran over Joy Valley to Mullin’s 
hill, right-handed in 
covert, the little valley, and 
keeping St. Malachy’s Church on 
their right, crossed the road to Mc- 
Cauley’s wood and rolled their fox 
over in the lower woodland facing 
Speakman’s, after as quick a burst 
as one often sees. 

Instinct probably told the fox 
population it was a dangerous day 
to be on foot, as covert after covert 
was drawn blank until 4.15, when 
the First Whipper-in holloaed a fox 
away from Blue Hill, and from then 
on until the moon and the stars 
came out we galloped and galloped, 
and our horses sobbed, and we could 
barely keep on terms’ with these

raced on over the Moxley farm to 
Huey’s, and swinging left-hajided, 
and keeping the Spencer farmstead 
on their left, crossed the Coates’ 
farm to Fernwood, and without hes- 
itating in this vast covert pushed 
through it, and keeping the Wrigley 
farm buildings to their right, re-

In a few short moments 
Hounds had been lifted to the view 
and, settling to the line, away they 
drove with the field galloping close 
behind. The hunted fox led the pack 
down country through Lockwood's 
hollow, circled the lower end of this 
covert, and was away back to Leisen- 
ring’s woods. Here the pace became 
much slower and Hounds were put to 
their noses as the faint line led left- 
handed across the open fields of 
Crum Dale and the Seventy-Six Farm 
where scent failed, probably due to 
the exhaust fumes of the many cars 
which lined the road nearby.

HOG VERSUS HORSE 

About eighty-five years ago a re- 
markable race was run at The Hague, 
Holland, between a trotting horse 
and a fully grown hog for a wager of 
1,000 guilders over a course of 
roughly six miles. As was to be ex- 
pected, this race attracted remark- 
able interest at the time. 

The race arose out of a young 
member of a sporting club comment- 
ing in very flowing terms upon the 
merits of a trotting horse that he had 
just purchased, and his wish to race 
him against all comers. A gentleman 
standing by quietly remarked, ‘‘Come, 
don’t be bragging so much about 
the swiftness of your horse, for I 
have a hog I would not hesitate to 
run against him.’’ Greeted with peals 
of laughter, the owner of the hog 
replied, ‘‘Well, gentlemen, I will here 
and now challenge this gentleman to 
run his fast trotter against my hog 
‘Nero’ straight heat of six

me to train my pig.” ‘“‘Agreed’’, came 
from all sides, as the joke was deem- 
ed too good and novel to let go by. 

It was arranged that the match 
should take place at 11 a. m. in an

ward to when the training of ‘“‘Nero”’ 
should commence. 

On the first day ‘‘Nero’”’ was starv- 
ed, and on the second day his owner 
appeared at 11 o’clock and fastened 
him with a rope. He then drove him 
with many kicks and other forcible 
persuasion all the way down the 
where he fed him with two 
herrings, after which he drove him 
back again over the course. It may 
be proper here to remark that the 
hog prefers fish to any other kind of 
food. On the third day ‘‘Nero’”’ was, 
of course, perfectly ravenous, but his 
master did not appear until 11 
o’clock when he proceeded to drive 
him again down the avenue. After 
a rather liberal application of the 
boot, they eventually reached the 
post, when the hog received three 
herrings—one extra—and he was 
then coaxed and kicked back home. 

On the fourth day, when the owner 
appeared at the same time, ‘‘Nero’”’ 
seemed to have arrived at some un- 
derstanding of the object of the call, 
and walked along without much as- 
sistance, gradually increasing to a 
good round pace. Four herrings were 
quickly devoured, and on the fifth 
day no difficulty was experienced in 
getting him to start and go along the 
course for his four herrings. 

During the following days ‘‘Nero” 
was quite willing to take the outward 
journey, but considerable difficulty 
was always experienced on the return 
journey. However, the owner intend- 
ed to train him thoroughly, and back 
he had to walk each day. By the 
ninth day ‘“‘Nero’’—what with scanty 
meals and his unusual exercise—had 
now become very thin indeed, and on 
the outward journey began to out- 
distance his master, who soon had to 
follow him on a horse. Both exer- 
cise and spare diet were strictly ad- 
hered to, and on the thirteenth day

The horse 
with its two riders moved off smart- 
ly, but ‘‘Nero’” now very thin and 
light as a feather, fairly flew along 
the course, with his owner coming 
along behind on horse-back. Rapidly 
increasing his pace, he gradually left 


the horse behind and kept the lead | 


for the entire distance. At the win- 
ning post was a big pail of herrings, 
and amid loud cheers and laughter, 
“Nero” raced for the winning post 
and the herrings, beating the horse 
by nearly half a mile. 

When the horse arrived ‘“Nero” 
was making short work of the herr- 
ings, and at last having feasted to 
his heart’s content, after the most 
trying fortnight of his life, he wad- 
dled back to The Hague. His mas- 
ter, out of the purse of 1,000 guild- 
spent 100 of them on getting 
‘“‘Nero’s”’ portrait painted, and it is 
said that this painting is still care- 
fully preserved at a Sportsman’s Club 
at The Hague.
